JEAN  STUART  —  CRAIG  FAMILY 

Jean  Stuart  —  Craig,  was  born  in  Scotland  in  1773,  and  came  to  the 
United  States  of  America  in  1835.

JEAN  CRAIG  —  ROBERT  HUTCHISON  FAMILY

James  Hutchison,  eldest  child  of  Robert  and  Jean  (Craig)  Hutch¬ 
ison,  was  born  in  Johnston,  Scotland,  in  1829.  In  the  spring  of  1832, 
he  emigrated  to  this  continent  with  his  parents,  landing  in  Nova 
Scotia,  and  in  1837,  moved  to  Pennsylvania  with  his  parents,  where  he 
attended  school  until  about  sixteen  years  of  age.  He  then  got  a  posi¬ 
tion  breaking  coal  with  a  hammer  at  the  mines.  He  continued  in  vari¬ 
ous  positions  about  the  mines  until  1848.  In  1852  he  went  to  Cali¬ 
fornia  and  engaged  in  gold  mining  there,  returning  to  Pennsylvania 
three  years  later  and  again  opened  a  coal  mine.  In  1872  he  came  to 
Boone  County,  Iowa. 

Mr.  Hutchison  was  married  in  Pennsylvania,  December  25,  1855, 
to  Miss  Jean  Love.  Eight  children  were  born  to  this  union:  Bruce 
born  at  Plymouth,  Pennsylvania,  August  25,  1858;  Alexander,  bern 
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Barbara  Ann  and  Betty  Louise,  in  1937;  and  one  son,  James  II.  in 
1938,  at  Ames,  Iowa.

Enlisted  in  the  United  States  Navy,  May  7,  1942,  as  second  class  for 
pilot  training.  Landed  in  Noumea,  New  Caledonia,  in  December  of 
the  same  year.
